Council. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, as delegates to the Agricultural Council 
held in Toronto on the 12th and 18th of February, beg leave 
to give a brief report on some resolutions brought forward: 


At 10 o’clock the Roll Call of previous Convention and 
Address of Welcome by Mr. H. D. Glover, President of the 
Ontario Agricultural Council. 11 a.m., the Honourable P. M. 
Dewan, Minister of Agriculture, addressed the Council and 
told the members of the necessary part the farmers are to play 
in production as to Agriculture and to the winning of the war. 
As on other occasions, Hon. Mr. Dewan has said that the 
farmers are not getting a square deal from Ottawa and we 
think he is right. Mr. Dewan went on to tell us what the 
Province of Ontario was going to do as to subsidies to help 
production. Colonel George A. Drew also addressed the dele- 
gates as to Agriculture. 


Mr. George Wilson of the Market Branch also surveyed the 
future of Agriculture. Mr. John McLeod, Director of Weed 
Control, also stressed the point as to the control of weeds and 
the loss of revenue to the farmer. Mr. Jack Miller of the 
Highways Department spoke on the subject of our Highways 
in the Province. 


There were two Delegates from most of the Counties in 
the Province who all were members of the County Council in 
their County.

Report of The Charity and Welfare 


Committee- 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, your Charity and Welfare Committee, met 
on February the 18th and beg leave to report as follows: 


Your Sub-Committee met at 10 o’clock, February 10th, at 
the County Home for an inspection of all buildings, live stock, 
machinery and to make some recommendations to the, Manage- 
ment regarding live stock, etc. 


We recommend the following repairs and alterations be 
made, the costs of which are covered in our estimates: 


1.—The basements and all rooms that have formerly been 
whitewashed received the same treatment this Spring. 


2.—'There are some sections that require paint and the 
floors varnished where needed. 


3--That sections of eavestroughing be replaced on the 
Home and barn where needed. | 


4.—We further recommend that rooms No. 22, 26, 28, 30, 
33 have all old plaster removed and lath renailed and new 
plaster put on at a contract price of $240.00 complete. All 
floors to be fully protected while work is in progress, and the 


debris cleaned up in a satisfactory manner ‘before payment is 
made. 


5.—We further recommend that a Thrifty Scot Automatic 
Stoker be installed under each of the two furnaces in the Home, 
complete with all necessary appliances, at a cost of $225.00 
each or a total of $450.00. These Stokers are guaranteed 
against defects for a period of one year and a saving of fuel 
costs is estimated in excess of $350.00, per year. 


6.—We recommend that Asbestos covering be put over all 
exposed pipes in the basement of the Home to save heat as 
well as lessen fire hazard. The cost not to; exceed $100.00. 


7.—We carefully examined the attic to see if this space 
could not be converted into bedroom jspace but found it would 
be out of the question as it could not be made to pass inspec- 
tion. 


8-We also recommend that no Municipality be allowed to 
place an inmate in the Home without first giving the Matron 
at least 24 hours notice. ; 


9.—We further recommend that the Master, Matron and 
Sub-Committee of the County Home be Delegates to the Annuatr 
ee held at Picton the last week in June, 1941, expenses 
paid. 
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10.—The Charity and Welfare Committee estimate a total 
expenditure for the year 1941 made up as follows:

11.—We further recommend that ‘the Clerk and Treasurer 
be authorized to collect Hospital bills from the patients under 
Section 29 of the Public Hospitals Act. 


By comparing Hospitalization figures with previous years 
you will notice that the costs are still steadily rising each year 
and is is becoming a heavy burden. It has been brought to the 
attention of this Committee that some Municipalities have an 
arrangement with their Doctors whereby the Doctor will attend 
an indigent patient at home for half the usual fee providing 
they are guaranteed payment by the Municipality. This ar- 
rangement has proven very satisfactory in some cases, as it 
not only saves the County the 50% but it saves the Hospital 
a considerable loss and does not increase the cost to the 
Municipality. 

We would recommend that ali members of the Council give 
this matter consideration to try and help relieve this situation.

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Report of The Agricultural Committee. 





To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, your Agricultural Committee, beg leave to 
report as follows: 


Your Committee, met at'the office of the District Agricultural 
Representative on February 21st, 1941. The following appro- 
priations were recommended: 


That the sum of $2,750.00 be included in the estimates for 
the use of this Committee, as follows: 


1—That $200.00 be granted to the Norfolk Plowman’s 
Association, with an additional] $50.00 for the Boys. 


2.—That $100.00 be granted to the Norfolk Holstein Clup 
for the purpose, of helping defray expenses in sending a Norfolk 
County Herd to the Canadian National Exhibition and London. 


3.—That $150.00 be granted for the Junior Club work to 
encourage the boys and girls of this County; the grant to be 
divided as follows: $75.00 for the Girls’ Club, and $75.00 for the 
Boys’ Club, and that Mr. Bramhill be their advisor regarding 
the expending of this grant. 


4.—That Mr. Elmer McConnell, of Delhi, in the County of 
Norfolk, be our head Corn Borer Inspector according to By- 
Law No. 726, 1938, under the Plant Disease Act, and that the 
said Act be strictly enforced according to good judgment. And 
further, that the said Elmer McConnell is to be paid for his 
services as such Inspector the sum of $4.50 per diem and the 
sum of 5c per mile necessarily travelled by him in enforcing 
the said Act. That if assistants be appointed by the said Elmer 
McConnell, they shall receive $3.00 per diem and a further sum 
of 5c per mile for travelling expenses to enforce the said Act. 


5.—That the sum of $200.00 be granted to the Norfolk 
Chamber of Commerce. |
